Thelwa men’s and womens basketball teams advanced to 
postseason ply, andthe lowa wresting program was once again inthe thick of 
the batlefor the national tite.

‘The"Doit Right” column was filed with sucess aswell. Under Barta leadership, 
‘the Hawkeyes continued their significant service an contribution tothe greater 
Jowa City area and beyond, taking a leadership postion in matters elated to 


student-athlete welfare. lowa remains among the handful of intercollegiate 
athletics programs nationally that successfully maintains is status 2s 100 percent 
‘self-supporting. 


lowas Wins also occured atthe turnstiles, where the lwa wrestling program 
‘once again led the nation in home attendance. lowa was one of jus five 
programsin the country to rankin the tp 25 in home attendance for football, 
‘women’ basketball, and men’sbasketball. When the Hawkeye baseball team 
reached the Big Ten Tournament championship game, more than 10,000 
Hawkeye fans were in Omaha to cheer onthe Haweyes on a Sunday afternoon. 


‘While the record-setting performance by the football team led the way in 2015- 
16, a number of other Hawkeye athletics teams also enjoyed outstanding success:

Hawkeye players earned Al-Big Ten recognition. 


-lisa Blude’s womens bastetbll team advanced to postseason ply forthe 
ninth straight season while fing avery young team comprised mainly of 
underclassmen. Three Hawkeyes earned Al-Big Ten honors sx earned Academic 
‘A-Big Ten recognition, and junior Al Disterbot gamered Academic l-America 
honors for the second straight yea. 


«The lowa mens basketball team advanced tothe NCAA Tournament forthe 
{thir straight season, winning its opening game forthe second consecutive year 
before a second round loss tothe eventual national champion, Villanova. Coach 
Fran McCaffery’ team was ranked as high 2s third in the nation while earning 
asecond straight thind-place fish in the Big Ten Conference. Two Hawkeyes 
‘armed Al-Big Ten honors, including first-team selection Jared Uthoft. 


+ Jarrod Uthoff (men’s basketball) and Ally Disterhoft (womens basketball, were 
named Academic All-Americans ofthe Year for thir respective sport. lowa 
became the first Division | program to claim both the male and female basketball 
‘recipients ofthe award inthe same season. Uthoffis the first lowa mens 


basketball student-athlete to earn both consensus All-America and Academic 
‘A-America honors. 


Tom Brands Towa wresting squad finished second inthe Big Ten and fifth atthe 
[NCAA Championships. The Hawkeyes crowned two Big Ten individual champions, 
featured three NCAA finalists, and had six All-Americans. lowa wrestling set 
‘anational dual meet attendance record as 42,287 were on hand to see the 
Hawleyes hand top-anked Oklahoma State an 18-16 defeat in Knick Stadium 
to open the season. 


+ lowa baseball made another late season charge under coach Rick Heller, 
reaching the Big Ten Tournament ttle game for the first time since 2010. Only 
2 one-run asin the championship game kept the Haweyes from a second 
straight NCA Regional appearance. Two

+ Under second-year head coach Bond Shymansky, the Ul voleyball 
team compiled a 10-3 recordin nonconferenceaction—the best 

‘overall star forthe program since 2006 (11-1). The Hawkeyes won 
eight straight matches from Sept. 6-19, including a3-1 victory over 


lowa State ~ Iowa’ fist win over the Gyclones since 1997 — and a 3-1 
win over No. 25 Tras A&M. 


In October 2015, the NCAA reported that lowa student-athletes had 
tied the record set the previous yearby posting a Graduation Sucess 
Rate (GSR) score of 89 percent. That mark ranked sx points better 
than the national average. 


The NCAA also noted the Ut had posted a federal graduation rate 
f71 percent. This was aso reco, thre points beter than 
the national average—and tops the three State of lowa Board of 
Regens'nsitutions. 


Last May, the NCAA reported that all 24 of lowa’s sports programs 
were comfortably aboe the Academic Progress Rate (APR) threshold. 
The NCAA also singled out the Us volleyball, men’ gol, and women’ 
swimming and diving for APR score that ranked inthe top 10 
percent oftheir peer group. These three teams have each registered a 
perfect score of 1,000 in each ofthe pas four years. 


‘Along with Uthof and Dsteroft earning Academic All-American 
ofthe Year accolades, the Hawkeyes also boasted Academic All- 
American in fotbal (senior defensive back lordan Lomax) and 
wrestling (senior Nathan Burak). In addition, 167 Ul student-athletes 
‘eared Academic All-Big Ten recognitions throughout the year, and 
wrestler Alex Meyer earned academic recognition from the National 
Wrestling coaches Assocation (NWCA).
